BEMABKB IN EELATIOW TO THE EEVENDE8. 
The necessary means to defray the ordinary expenses of the 
City Government are derived from the following sources, viz. : 
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1. The Geneual Fund, which comprises all the revenues 
of the Corporation, except such as have been specially 
appropriated and pledged to the Sinking Funds. 

9. The Annual Taxes, which are included in the General 
Levy made by the Board of Supervisors, for State, 
County, and City purposes. 

I.— THE GENERAL FUND. 
The practice of aggregating all the unappropriated revenues 
under one bead, entitled the "General Fund," which was com- 
menced in 1S59 (see Comptroller's Annual Report for that year, 
page 23), has since been recognized and confirmed by law. Chapter 
163 of the Laws of 18G2, contains the following provision in rela- 
tion to it, viz. : 

" § 3. ° ° All the revenues of said Corporation, not by law otherwise appro- 
priated, shall, when receiver! into the City Treasury, be credited to the " said General 
Fund, and said revenues are hereby appropriated, and uliall be applied, exclusively to 
the purpose specified in the second lection of this act."°

My client was 
a resident in New York, between 1S27 and 1854, and had money invested in bond 
anil mortgage on real estate in New York ; but the amount of the bond and mort- 
gage was not relumed as a part of !ier personal property, nnd of course not taxed. 
She now wishes to pay all arrears of taxes on the same, with interest, if she can 
ascertain what the taxes are, and to whom she can now pay them with the certainty 
of their reaching the Treasury. I suppose the taxes must have varied from year to 
jeor, but if they will send me from the proper ofliee the assessment of each year, 
and to whom they can be safely paid at this late day, I can make the calculation.

The other receipt was for " one hundred and seventeen ,Vu dol- 
lars, in full of taxes for the years 1S36, 1837, 1838, 1839, 1841, 
1842, and 1843, with interest, on property omitted in the assess- 
ments of those years, and owned by a party resident in New York 
at that time."

Commissions. — Amount received from the Public Administrator

"The Public Administrator shall retain ;i commissi on, over and above all e 
penses, upon all moneys that shall come into his hands, at tho rate of Ave dollars 
upon the hundred dollars, upon nil slims received from any one estate, not exceed- 
ing two thousand five hundred dollars ; and npon all sums so received, exceeding 
that sum, at the rate of two dollars and fifty cents upon every hundred dollars ; 
which sums may be so retained in preference to any debts or claims, excepting 
fnneral charges. The money .to retained shall be accounted fur arid pawl by him 
into the Treasury of tho city of New York." (5 Ren. Stat., III., 206, § 3.)

Sinking Fund for Payment of Interest on the City Debt. — 
The act, chapter lti3, entitled, " An Act to reduce taxation in the 
city of New York, by applying to that purpose the surplus revenues 
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of tbe Sinking Fund for the payment of Interest on the City Debt," 
passed April 9, 1S62, provides as follows: 

" Section 1. It shall and inay he lawful for the Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty of 
the city of New York to transfer the nur]iluis revenues of the Sinking Fund for the pay- 
ment of interest on (lie Oily ]>ebt, at the end of the priwt'nt jin.l .vi>iy future year, to 
the fund known ;is the General Fund of s:iH i'':Tj.<>v:itii.i], tn l>:> :ij>>>lii-il to the iliiu in ut ion 
of the taxes of said city." o o o 

In pursuance of the above act, the Commissioners of the Sinking 
Funds by resolution, passed December 31, 1862, authorized and 
directed the Comptroller to prepare a warrant in favor of tbe Cham- 
berlain for the sum of six hundred and fifty thousand dollars, being 
the amount of the surplus revenues of said Fund for 1802, as herein- 
after stated, which warrant was duly executed, and deposited to the 
credit of tlie General Fund, say , $030,000 00 



Storage, &c. — Amount received for storage, 4c, of articles

It has been the practice, for several years, to have the semi- 
monthly pay-rolls of the mechanics and laborers employed in the 
several departments, paid in detail, by the Chamberlain. Warrants 
are drawn in his favor for the gross amounts, and delivered to him 
with the pay-rolls for settlement. Tlte warrants are charged against 
the respective appropriations as they are executed ami registered, and 
when delivered to the Chamberlain, they are entered to his debit in 
a book kept in the Auditing Bureau. As the pay-rolls are paid and 
returned, the amounts are credited to the Chamberlain. A monthly 
account current rendered by him, exhibiting the number and amount 



of each warrant received, ami the amount of each pay-roll paid and 
returned to the Comptroller, affords frequent opportunities to com- 
pare and check the accounts. It sometimes happens that persons 
whose names are entered upon the pay-rolls as entitled to be paid, 
fail to come forward for their money. In such cases, after waiting a 
reasonable time, a memorandum to that effect is made upon the pay- 
roll, opposite the name of the person, and the amount unclaimed is 
transferred to the credit of the General Fund. 

Tapping Water-pipes. — Chapter VI. of the Revised Ordinances 
provides as follows : 

"§46. o o o o No street shall be opened, nur [..i|ics buivil. or cumicction made, 
unless under Uii; divetlion of Ike Cruttin Ai; '.:■:■■ hut !>.>ar<!, under the prie.lty uf fifty dollars 
for each offense." 

The work of piercing and making connections with the distributing 
pipes is done under the direction of the Croton Aqueduct Board, the 
expense thereof being paid from the appropriation under the head of 
"Water-pipes and Laying," and is charged to the persons desiring 
the connection, from whom it is collected by the Water Registrar. 
The receipts for such collections in 1862 amounted to the sum of $2,365 25

Taxes on Real Estate. — The collection of the taxes on real 
estate appears to he reasonably secured by the provisions of law 
making such taxes a lien upon the property, and authorizing sales 
of the same in cases of delinquency. 

It is believed, however, that the practical construction which has 
been placed upon the restrictive clause of the act, chapter 579, of the 
Laws of 1S53, in relation to such sales, is altogether erroneous. The 
Fourteenth Section of said act reads as follows : 

" No real Ktftt« skill hmafttE be sold fur any arrears of taxes on real estate or aesese- 
menta thereon until three ycant from tin: tiiur when (In: s:im« shall have become duo, nor 
for any arrears of ' regular rents ' for I'roton W;u, r, until f.mr yittiT* from the time the 
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■ "Whilst this Bcction prohibits a sale before the expiration of a cer- 
tain period, it does not warrant a postponement of such sale beyond 
that time. Public policy, as well as the wants of the Treasury, de- 
mands that all dues to the Government should be promptly collected. 
For these reasons, all the taxes remaining unpaid, which have been 
due for more than three years, will be closed by a sale, to be held at 
the earliest moment practicable.

In respect to the taxes on personal estate of both residents and 
non-residents of the county, assuming that the collecting officers 
have been faithful and efficient in the discharge of their duties, and 
the undersigned has no reason to doubt that they have been so, it 
would Beem that additional legislation is needed to provide against 
the heavy losses now experienced from the non-collection of such 
taxes. 

It should be borne in mind that the quota of this county, of the 
State taxes, is assessed and computed upon the aggregate valuations 
of property, as returned to the State Comptroller by the Board of 
Supervisors, and revised by the State Board of Equalization; and in 
case of the non-collection of any taxes, there is a loss to the county, 
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not only of the amount of such taxes, but of the additional sum 
required to pay the State tax on an amount equal to the valuations 
upon which such taxes are assessed.

It having long been the custom iu this county to assess property 
at valuations much nearer its actual worth than the average of prop- 
erty in other parts of the State, it was expected that the creation of 
the Board of Equalization would secure a more equitable apportion- 
ment of the State Tax. The said Board is composed of the Lieut.- 
Governor, Speaker of the Assembly, Secretary of State, Comptroller, 
Treasurer, Attorney General, State Engineer and Surveyor, fly the 
time being, and three officers nominated by the Governor, and ap- 
pointed by and with the advice and consent of the Senate by the 
name of State Assessors. The term of office of one of the State As- 
sessors expireB on the first day of April in each year. 

The following named gentlemen wen: severally appointed State 
Assessors in 1859, to wit: Hon. Ariel S. Thurston, of Elmiru, Che- 
nango County ; Hon. Thomas Clows, of Troy, Rensselaer County, 
and Hon. Thomas C. Peters, of Darien, Genesee County, The same 
gentlemen continued to serve during the year IStiO, In 1861, Hon, 
3. 



Ebcnezer Blakely, of Otego, Otsego County, was appointed in place 
of Mr. Clows. 

The action of the State Assessors and Board of Equalization under 
the act of 1859 not having been entirely satisfactory to the people of 
this county, the following preamble and resolution were adopted by 
the Board of Supervisors, approved by the Mayor, February 11, 
1SG2, and duly transmitted to the Governor of the State :

In compliance with the foregoing request, his Excellency the 
Governor was pleased to appoint the Hon. Thomas Addis Emmet, of 
Astoria, Queens county, State Assessor, in place of the Hon. Ariel 
S. Thurston, of Chenango county, whose term of office expired 1st 
April, 1862. 

The following preamble aud resolution were adopted by the 
Common Council: 

Whereas, It is generally believed that gross injustice was done to the city and 
county of New York last year, by the State Assessors and tho Hoard of Equalization 
(created by chapter 312 of tho Laws of 1859, to equalize the State Tax among the 
several counties of this Slate), by increasing the assessed valuation of taxable prop-

Couet Fees and Fines. — Of the several courts of and within 
the city and county of New York, only the " District Civil Courts" 
and the " Police District Courts" are properly city courts ; and the 
provisions of the ordinance of 1844, pledging and appropriating to 
the Sinking Fund for the payment of interest on the City Debt all 
moneys to be received " for fees and fines collected by the clerks 
of courts of the Corporation," apply only to those courts. The dis- 
tinction between City Courts and County Courts consists in the fact 
that all .expenses for necessary office accommodations and supplies, 
also for salaries of officers and attendants for the former are provided 
and paid for by the Corporation ; while for the latter, the like accom- 
modations, supplies, and salaries are provided and paid for by the 
County Government.

In relation to leases of Docks, Piers, and Slips, the amended 
charter of 1857 provides as follows : . 

"5 41, All ferries, docks, piers, and slips shall be leased ; and all leases and sales of 
public property and franchises (other thin grants of land under water, to which tho 
owners of the upland shall have u pre-empt ice right), shall he made by public auction, and 
to tho highest bidder, who will give adequate security. No lease, hereafter given (ex- 
cept as the sami; may he required by covenants of the Corporation, already existing) shall 
ho for a longer period than ten years, o o o o Previous notice of all sides referred 
to in this section shall be given, under (lie direction "f tin: Comptroller, in the newspapers 
employed by tie; CoijMral.ion, and lor thirty days in each of the daily newspapers so em- 
ployed." 

The Revised Ordinances of the Corporation, relating to such 
leases (chap xxvi., article i, p. 291), provide as follows : 

" § 1. The several docks, wharves, piers, and slips, belonging to I he i 'orpnration, and 
not now leased l>y private eon tract, shall, from time to time, be leased singly at public 
auction, in the most advantageous manner, to tin.' highest bidder, by the Comptroller ; 
such leases to be for a term of not less than one, nor more than ten years, subject to the 



reservation or exception of small boats, contained ami mentioned in the ncit section of 
this chapter, and also subject to the usual covenant* contained in the leasee of the said 
public docks, wharves, piers, and slips, and aiich other stipulations as the Comptroller may 
deem expedient, and such leases shall be made in accordance with the provisions of the 
act of the Legislature, entitled ' An Act further to ameivi the Charter of the City of New 
York,' passed April 14, 1857." 

A copy of the printed blanks, understood to have been in use 
many years, for teases of this kind, showing what are the " usual 
covenants contained" in them, is given on page 163. 

It will be noticed that one of the usual covenants on the part of 
lessees is, that they " will, during the continuance of such lease, keep 
the wharves in good condition, and safe and proper repair, including, 
especially, the string-pieces, and other superficial portions thereof, 
for safe usage, and, in default of their so doing at any time, after 
notice from the Comptroller, or other proper officer of the city, that 
such repairs are necessary, and, ten days thereafter, the said parties 
of the first part (the Corporation) may repair the same, and the said 
parties of the second part (the lessees) agree to pay all expenses of 
such repairs, and interest, damage by the elements alone excepted." 



Although this covenant is explicit, tbe undersigned learns that, 
in many instances, it lias not been complied with by lessees, and no 
records exist in this Department of any notices having been sent from 
the Comptroller, or other proper officer of the city, that such repairs 
'were necessary, &e. The detailed account of expenditures, under 
the head of " AYharves, Piers, and Slips," given in a subsequent part 
of tbis Report, shows that a large sum was paid by the Corporation, 
in 1S62, for repairs to its wharves, besides the allowance to lessees 
or repairs claimed to have been made by them, and it would seem 
that, at least, a portion of the amount should have been collected 
from the occupants, as provided in the leases.

Surplus Revenues. — At the time of the establishment of the 
Sinking Fund for the Payment of Interest on the City Debt, in 1S44, 
it appears not to have been anticipated that the revenues appropri- 
ated to it would so soon be sufficient not only to pay all interest by 
law chargeable to it, but yield a considerable surplus. The ordi- 
nance creating said fund contains no provision in relation to a surplus 
therein. According to the books of this Department, the sum 
which had annually been required to be raised by tax, to make up the 
amount necessary to meet the interest payable from said fund, was 




dispensed with in 1851, from which time there began to be a surplus 
in the yearly income, as will be seen by the following statement :

Soon after the accession to office, in ] S59, of my immediate pre- 
decessor, finding this large surplus (*2,5?!1,J34.12) had accumulated, 
and that the Commissioners of the Sinking Funds had no power to 
invest the same permanently, he applied for and procured tlie passage 
of an act of the Legislature (chap. 406 of 18-59), which authorized 
the transfer of said surplus to the Sinking Fund for the Redemption 
of the City Debt, and the investment of the same in the manner 
provided by law in relation to said last-mentioned fund. The sur- 
plus which should thereafter accrue, in any year, from the revenues 
pledged to said fund for the payment of interest, was likewise directed 
to be transferred and invested in the same manner.

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Finding these large annual additions to the ordinary revenues of 
tlie Sinking Fund for the Redemption of the City Debt, were alto- 
gether unnecessary for the purpose of providing for the claims upon 
that fund; and, desiring to reduce the burden of taxation as much 
as possible, Mr, Haws, in a communication to the Common Council, 
under date of March 10, 1803, (Board of Councilmen, Document 
No. 3, of 1S62), stated as follows : 

"It will be seen from the above that, in addition to the revenues set apart and speci- 
i'Mlly pledged for the redemption of that portion of the City hebt which, hy law, is 

inyiible fi'im Hi.- Siniii:., r Fund established for that purpose, (lie Corporation has volun- 
iirilv contributed therefor, several years- in advance of the maturity of any part of said 
debt, the Bam of $4, 582, 205. 02. 

"The capital of the Sinking Fund for the Redemption of the City Belt, on the 31st 
December, 1801, amounted to $6,256,916.98. Thin amount, with the annual interest 
thereon, and the ordinary revenues of s.iid Fund, Ij-.-irif? ample to extinguish the debt 
juyahle Iherefri'iu hi!]},' before the same beci'Tiies due, the Comptroller rcnutimonds that 
application be made t-> t!ie Legislature for the passage of a law autliori/.ioir the Corpora.- 
lion to change the di.-po>iiioii nt the surplus revenues of the Sinking Fund, for the pay- 
ment of interest oil tie: City I'd it, authorized and di reeled by the Act of 1809, by trans- 
ferring the same, at the end of each year to the General Fund, and requiring the Board 
of Supervisors to deduct tiie estimated receipts of aaiJ General Fund from the aggregate 
amount required to be raised by tax in each year, and to eause to be raised by tax only 
the balance of said aggregate amount after making, such deduction. Such law should 
prohibit any reduction in the rates or amount of the revenues of said Sinking Fund or 
the General Fund." 

This recommendation was unanimously adopted by the Common 
Council, and authority was given to the Comptroller to apply to the 
Legislature for the passage of a law in accordance with his views. 
Such law was duly enacted (chap. 163 of 1SG2), and in accordance 
with its provisions, the surplus revcuues of this Fund for the year 
1S62, amounting to $0-30,000, were transferred to the General Fund, 
as stated on page 10, the amount having been deducted from the 
sum which would otherwise have beeu required to be raised by tax 
in that year. 

ASSESSMENTS, 
The amount of assessments due to the Corporation remaining un- 
collected December 31, 1S61, was as follows: 
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The policy of allowing so long a credit on Assessments appears to 
the undersigned to be equally as questionable as that which has 
hitherto been pursued in relation to the collection of taxes. 

As a matter of abundant liberality towards property-owners, the 
law provides that no real estate shall be sold for unpaid assessments 
thereon, until three years from the time when the same becomes due 
(Laws of 1853, chap. .579, §14). To enable the Corporation thus to 
forbear enforcing the collection of its dues, resort has necessarily 
been had to loans (as authorized by the eighteenth section of said Act 
of 1 853), of which there was outstanding at the close of 1SC2, the 
following sums :

When I entered upon the duties of this office, two years ago, I found a deficiency of about a thousand dollars, 
whkhlpaid, and also paid a surplus into the Treasury during the first year ; but for the last year I have 
trad ft very difficult to collect any penalties, owing to the disastrous condition of some branches of business 
Ya the city, and the persons engaged in it. In addition, suits in which I have recovered judgments for penal- 
ties to the amount of five or six thousand dollars, and all of which I expect eventually to collect, are suspended 
ty appeals not yet determined.

Immediately after the outbreak of the groat BonHiem Rebellion, in 1861, nn 
Ordinance was passed by the Corporation appropriating one million dollars "for 
the purpose of procuring the necessary equipments and outlit of the militnry force 
of the oily of New York, now engaged, or which miiy hereafter bo engaged, in the 
service of the State of New York, in pursuance of the requisition of the President 
of the United States, and to provide for tiie aid or support of the families of such of 
the officers and men so engaged us may require the same." The disbursement of 
the money was committed to a committee consisting Jl' the Mayor (lion. Fer- 
nando Wood), Con i pt roller i Hun. Robert T. Haws), President of the Board of Al- 
dermen (Hon. It. \V. Genel). President of the Board of Cottnciltnen (Hon. Morgan 
Jones), and twenty-five well-known citizens, who were denominated the Union 
Lifenae Committee, and vested with ample powers for the purposes specified. 



VOLUNTEER SOLDIERS' FAMILY AID FUND -Continued. 

Of the $1, 000, 001), so appropriated, the Union Defense Committee expended in aid- 
ing the families- of volunteers the sum of $230,3.50. 

In Jul j, 1861, another Ordinance was passed appi'upnui.iii:,' £">00.000 "for the 
purpose of rendering sutb aid or support as may be necessary to the families of the 
soldiers from the city as are now, or may hereafter volunteer, or be ordered to serve 
in the Army of the United States, in defending the integrity of the Nations! 
Union." By this Ordinance the Comptroller was made Treasurer of the fund 
thereby created, and authorized to appoint one Assistant Treasurer in each Senato- 
rial District of the city, to disburse the money to those entitled to relief in the 
"Wards, and only to the residents of the Wards in the respective Senatorial Districts. 

The Comptroller's Annual Report for 1861 contains copies of the above-men- 
tioned Ordinances, also of the Rules proscribed by the Comptroller for I he government 
of those appointed to attend to the business, with full details of the disbursements 
in the several Wards and Districts, and the names of all officers and agents em- 
ployed. 

The (500,000 appropriated in July having become exhausted, another Ordi- 
nance, making an additional appropriation of the same amount, was adopted in De- 
cember. The following is a copy of it :

Sec. 2. The Comptroller, who shall he tho Treaaurer of the Fund, shall have power to 
appoint one Assistanl Treasurer for each Senatorial District of [lie city : which assist,! n Is shall 
dislmrsL' the funds to th"se persons onliiled tu relief, under the provisions of this ordinance, 
residing in the several Wards composing sucii Senatorial Districts. Ttie compensation of the 
Assistant Treasurers shall tmt exceed seventy-Ike dollars jut moiitli, eacli, wliich the Comp- 
troller is authorized to pay out of the fund hereby created and appropriated. 

Sec. 3. The Comptroller is hereby authorized to borrow, on the credit of the Corporation or 
tilt city of New York, the sum of five hundred tl sand dollars, and to issue Ponds of the Cor- 
poration therefor, which shall be designated and known as the "Volunteer Family Aid Honda, 
Hnmber Three."

pledged; and the Comptroller is hereby authorized and required to redeem and cancel the 
same from time to time, at or before their maturity. 

Sec. 6. The Assistant Treasurers shall pay uver the moneyi placed In their hands for that 
purpose only to persons p resell ling orders signed by a majority of the members of the commit- 
tee acting for the Ward, in their respective districts. Said committees shall consist of four 
members each, including the A Mermen and f'"ii noil men, as acting f»r the several Wards on the 
1st day of February, lS6!i, together irith a eitizen or citizens to be appointed by tho Aldermen 
and Couueilmen, which citizens inusl lie resident nf (lie Wards for which they are to act, except 
that, for the purpose of tin- ordinance, the Second a ml Third Wards shall In' deemed and treated 
as behmgfng to, and forming a part of, the first Ward. 

8eo. 7. The monthly allowance to the head of each family shall not exceed six dollars; for 
each child of the s..Jdii;r under fourteen years of age. two dollars, provided that not more thin 
twelve dollars per month bo paid to any one family. Paymanti shall be made weekly; and, 
for the purpose intended by this section, four weeks shall constitute a mouth. The oldest child 
of the soldier shall be considered the head of the family in case the wife is not living. 

Sec. 8. No order for relief shall he given to any person who is not at the time of making 
application a resident of the city, and who was not a resident at the (late of the enlistment of 
the soldier on whose behalf the application for relief is made, and for at least three months 
before tbe adoption of this ordinance. Relief shall only be allowed to tho families of such sol- 
diers as have been mustered into the service of the United States, and are aetuady doing duty 
in camp or garrison ; excepting that the families of those who are sick or wounded, or have 
been killed, or have died from the ell'ects nf ivumids received, or disease contracted, while in the 
service of tho Government, shall be entitled to the same allowance a-i lliey would if the soldier 
were in actual service. 

Sec. 9. All persons applying for relief shall be required to produce a certificate from the 
colonel or lieutenant-colonel of the regiment, or the officer commanding the corps to which the 
soldier belongs, that lie is a member of the regiment or corps; and the Ward Committee shall 
indorse, on the back of tho certificate or other evidence of enlistment, the date, name of appli- 
cant, relation to soldier, and the monthly allowance : which im.hirscmcnl most he signed by a 
member of the Committee. No payments shall be made to, or on behalf of, tbe families of 
commissioned officers, or of soldiers who have deserted. 

Sec. 10. The only parties entitled to participate in the distribution of tbe moneys appro- 
priated by this ordinance, are the wives, children, and widowed mothers of suoh soldiers as 
supported them prior to I heir enlistment. I'm notions contained herein shall be understood to 
authorize tho giving aid from the fund hereby created to those able to support themselves with- 
out ft. 

Sec. 11. Each Ward Committee is hereby authorized to employ a Visitor, who must be a 
resident of the Ward for which he is appointed, whose duty it shall be to visit all applicants at 
their residences, and to ascertain, by careful inYestigation, the truth of the allegations made by 
Buck applicant; and no order for relief shall be paid by either of the Assistant Treasurers, 
unless tho Visitor for the Ward in which the upplicimt resides shall certify the same to bo cor- 
rect. Whenever Ihe applications in any Ward shall have reached si.s hundred, the Committee 
may employ an Assistant Visitor, hut said Assistant shall not be paid for a longer time than one 
month.

Each Ward Committee may expend, for rent, Rag, anrl qther necessaries, a sum not 
exceeding twenty dollars per month, which the Comptroller is authorised to pay out of the 
fond hereby created and appropriated, on lulls nartifod to be correct by a majority of tbo 

Sec. 13. Each Assistant Treasurer shall render to the Comptroller, on the first day of each 
month, a detailed statement of his ilistoirsements rluriiisi the prei'mling, month, and the Comp- 
troller shall transmit tie -nine t ich branch ol the Common Council, 

Sec. 11. In case tin; Assistim Treasurer .shall discover thai Hie party to whom any ticket or 
order for relief has been given is not entitled by this ordinance to the allowance named thereon, 
he shall withhold further payment, and iuimodialely notify t lie Ward I 'oriimiltoe l.y which it waa 
issued of the fact, and the reasons therefor. If no payment has been made on the ticket, he 
shall at once return it to the Committee. Every person who shall willfully make, or cause to be 
made, any false statements or representations fur tin- purpose of obtaining a larger sum than 
that to which they are entitled under this ordinance, shall thereby i,._- deemed to have forfeited 
all claims to participate in Its benefits. 

Sec. 15. Payment shall be made directly to the party in whose favor the ticket is given ; bnt 
if hy sickness, or other unavoidable circumstaneus, such person is unable to make personal 
ipplication, the Assistant Treasurer shall require sati-faelory aulhnrily for making payment to 
Mb or her representative. In no case shall payment lie made for more than one ticket to the 
lame person. If, in the opinion of tin* Ward Conimitlcc. it is advisable, in consequence of 
intemperate habits, or from other causes on (lie p.irt of the person making application, to pay 
the amount in groceries nr other necessaries, instead of money, then an order to that effect on 
the Assistant Treasurer, signed by a majority uf the Ward C'jmuiiUce. shall be paid to soma 
parties authorized hy the Committee to receive it. 

Sec. IB. The Com pi roller is heivliy anl horded In procure, lit up, and keep in order a suita- 
ble room for the accommodation of carh id' the Assistant Treasurers and the s 
respective districts, and also to appoint two clerks and one Interpreter for each district. Ths 
compensation of the clerks shall not exceed an aggregate of >i.\iy lidlai-s pel month each, and 
the interpreters thirty-six dollars per month each. 

Sac. 17. This ordinance shall take effect immediately.

The compensation of the 
Assistant Treasurers shall not exceed seventy-live dollars per month, each, which the Comp- 
troller is authorized to pay out of the fund hereby created and appropriated.

Relief shall only be allowed to 
the families of such soldiers as hove been mustered into the Hervice of the United Slates, and 
are actually doing duty in camp or garrison ; excepting that the families of those who are sack 
or wounded, or have been killed, or have died from the i.oi"ei-t." of wounds received, or disease 
contracted while in the service of the Government, shall be entitled to the same allowance as 
they would if the soldier were in actual service.

Visitors will observe that the Ordinance requires a visitation of all applicants at 
their residences— this being necessary, even though the applicant is known to the 
committee, as being a Conner recipient. As a prudential measure, its utility will 
be perceived on reflecting that deceptions have been frequent in respect to the 
namber of children. It will also aid in detecting desertions. Should it clearly 
appear that a Visitor gives cert ideates without these precautions, or before they are 
filled np, the Comptroller will he compelled to request his removal hy his Ward 
Committee. The Christian name should be inserted in the card in full, imariably. 

Attention is directed to the change in respect to mothers ; the Ordinance provid- 
ing only for wives, children, and widows, on behalf of a son who previously supported 
them. Another important change, is that which prohibits giving aid to families 
not in actual need — the fund being designed for charitable purposes, and to be dis- 
pensed to tiyjso who are unable to rapport themselves. See § 10. 

All the provisions of the 8th and nth sections of the Ordinance should be carefully 
observed, and especially of the 9th section ; H being recommended that new certifi- 
cates he required from Commandants of Regiments and of Corps to which the 
soldier is attached ; and. in respect to the residence of the applicant, it is represented 
that the liberality of the Corporation has been abused by persons who have removed 
to the city for the purpose of sharing in the fund. The Visitors should he thorough 
in their investigations upon these points, inquiry of landlords being advisable in all 
eases. There can he no justice in burdening our citizens with the support of the 
poor of other localities. 

If, upon examination, the Visitor and the Committee are not satisfied of an 
applicant's claim, it is recommended that the Aldtrnian administer an oath, the draft 
of which will be found on the hack of the card. All applicants found to be guilty 
of deception should be cut off from participation in the fund. Iu case of alleged 
removal from one Ward to another, evidence should be furnished that the appli- 
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cant's name is taken off from the boots of the Ward left, and the card destroyed or 
surrendered, before the name is transferred. 

Tbe weekly allowance is fixed at $1.50 for the head of a family, and fifty cents 
for each child, not exceeding three, under fourteen years of age, which will be paid 
in money, once in two weeks, except in those cases where, by tlie Ordinance, tbe 
Committee are empowered to give articles in kind.

It appears, from the ordinance quoted at length on pages 226 and 227, to have 
been the intention of the Common Oonncil to allow bounties only to recruits for 
" regiments of volunteers from the city of New York," as expressed therein. But 
the Comptroller learns that his predecessor in office, on being advised that all sol- 
diers recruited in this city, whether for regiments from here or from other places 
in this State, would be credited to this city in determining the additional number 
of men to be supplied by a draft, authorized the payments shown by the foregoing 
list. It was understood by Mr. Haws that an account is kept by the Adjutant- 
General of the State, with whom duplicates of the original enlistment papers of 
each recruit are filed, showing the number of men furnished by or recruited in each 
city or district, as shown by such enlistment papers, and as one of the objects in 
offering bounties was to avoid the necessity of resorting to a draft, it was proper 
for him to pay bounties to all for whom this city would receive credit on the books 
of the Adjutant-General.

the other Board, and Inunediately after the adjournment of the Board at which the same shall 
have been passed, be published, with the yeaa and nays, and with the names of the persons 
voting for and against the sanio, in the newspapers employed by the Corporation, as part of 
the proceedings ; and in) ordinance which -hall have parsed olio Hoard shall he anted opon by 
the other Board on the same day, unless by unanimous consent, except in ease of invasion, 
insurrection, riot, or pestilence.

The contractor, however, continued to 
the wort, and the Departments to employ (hem under the terms of the contract of 1548, until 
the fall of 13,54, In lb.' month nf Mmvtnlier, l-',4, the Comptroller advertised for sealed bids 
for executing the printing for the several Departments, These bids were opened on tho 23d 
day of November. The oilers Tor the printing in 1864, were more favorable to the interests of tho 
city than the terms of the old contract. Tho printing is still done nnder the expired contrast 
of IBIS, 

The Contract with Kc9pedon A- Baker for printing for the Common Council, has been mis- 
laid, but a copy of the contract hold by them his been ohtnined and is annexed, marked 8. 

The charge made under this contract is forty-six cents per page for two hundred and fifty 
copies of the plain printing of (lie pr<'>e ceilings of the Common Council, and for any number of 
extra copies the same price is charged. It is customary with printers to charge a fixed price 
per page for setting np the type and printing tho nana! number or copies of proceedings, and to 
charge only one-half that price fur any additional mini her of eopies of the same matter. 

Al tliaitgh it is evident from the stiit.eiiieiit.-i presented in this report, that the price charged 
by tho printers to the Common Council are very large, yet this is not the only question to he 
Considered, The Twelfth Sect inn of l-he Charter of ]«jn expressly declare?, that " all work to 
be done, and all supplies to lie furnished by the Corporation involving an expenditure of n 
than two hundred ami fifty dollars, shall bo by contract, fonnded on sealed bids or proposals, 
made in compliance with public notice ; and all such contracts, when given, shall he given to 
the lowest bidder, with adequate security." 

The contract of McSpedon .t Baker expired in 13411; why, then, is the Charter of ISM, si 
positive in ils terms, disreirarded in Hiis special rase? Why are not tho hundreds of competent 
printers and publishers allowed the privilege of competing for the Corporation printing, 
amounting to forty or fifty thousand dollar- annually? They ought t* have this privilege ; it is 
guaranteed to them by the Charter, and they ought to be placed on a footing of equality with 
those on whom the Common C" iine.il has -limn- red its special favors fur the last six or w 
years, even if more, favorable prices are nut attained. Hut ii' lilli-eii er twenty thousand dollars 
ean be annually saved to the city, the tax-payers are entitled to the relief. In any event t 
Chsrtor ought to he vindicated, and its unmistakable provisions carried out in good faith.

THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC CHARITIES AND CORRECTION. 

OFFICE OF THE COMMISSIONERS, NO. I BOND STREET. 

This Department was created by Chapter 510 of the Laws of 1860. Its chief officers are 
four Commissioners of Public Charities and Correction, who are appointed by the Comptroller 
and hold their offices for five years ; each of the Commissioners receives an annual salary of 
13,000. 

The act, among various other things, provides as follows : 

" §4. The Department hereby created is hereby empowered and directed to possess and exercise full and 
exclusive powers for the government, management, maintenance, and direction of the several institutions and 
buildings, and premises and property, and appurtenances thereto, which, immediately preceding the appoint- 
ment of the four commissioners aforesaid, were under control of the board of governors of the alms-house, 
and especially of the alms-house and work-house, of the nurseries for poor and destitute children, and of the 
county lunatic asylum, and of the Potter's field, or other public burial place of the poor and strangers in the 
city and county of New York, and especially also of the penitentiary and city prison, and various prisons and 
houses of detention in said city, which are hereby particularly designated as the institutions of public cor- 
rection and charities provided for by this act. But the foregoing shall not relate to the house of refuge, nor 

the juvenile delinquent asylums, nor the house of detention of witnesses, nor the county or sheriff's jail." 
* * * * * * * 

" § 6. No moneys for the purposes of the department hereby created shall be expended by the board of 
commissioners, or under their direction, or that of any individual commissioner, unless a proper appropriation 
therefor has been made, in the manner now provided by law. And no commissioner nor subordinate of the 
department hereby created shall ever be, directly or indirectly, interested in any contract for supplies, or for 
any other purpose connected with any of the institutions, or property under control of the board of commis- 
sioners, or subordinates, nor interested, directly or indirectly, in any arrangement by which any pecuniary 
benefit shall result to himself." 

******** 

" § 19. The Board of commissioners aforesaid shall, annually, in the month of January in each year, make 
to the board of supervisors of the county of New York, and the legislature of the state, a full report of their 
proceedings, and of the condition of the department of public charities and correction hereby created, and 
of all its receipts and expenditures of the preceding year." 

u § 20. The board of supervisors of the county of New York shall, and are hereby empowered to, annually 
raise and collect by tax, upon the real and personal property taxable in said city and county, such sum of 
money as said board of commissioners shall, from time to time, require for the purposes of this act, to be 
applied by said board of commissioners exclusively to said purposes, and to be accounted for by the said 
board of commissioners ; which sum shall be in lieu of all taxes in said county for the relief and support of 
the poor thereof, and for the support and expenses of the county criminals."

" Gentlemen— The Commissioners of Public Charities and Correction consider it their imperative duty, as 
official guardians of the public institutions under their care and government, to make an appeal to the Com- 
missioners of Emigration, on behalf of justice, propriety, and fairness. Both Commissions are, in their duties 
and obligations, based on a generous provision for the protection and care of the disabled, unfortunate, and 
dependent fellow-beings that find their homes and rolief through the bounty of their respective communities, 
differing only in the character of these legitimate claims for their support and care. 

" Tour claimants for relief cannot be considered as paupers or criminals, because they have commuted and 
paid for the protection they require, while the objects of our charge are brought to this Department with 
misfortune, poverty, or crime, only, as the basis of their claims. This statement, we presume, you will not 
deny, and upon it we base our appeal to you to promptly consider our claim for —

The amount thus specified was nccji'dinfrly inclii'li'd in the appropriation of SGT'J,173, made 
by ordinance of April 211, lHf,2, before mentioned, and raised by tax in that year. 

The Annual Report of the Commissioners for 1S62 (page 156), contains the following state- 
ment of the Warden of Hellenic Hospital, ace. matin;; for the expenditure of the larger portion 
of Hie money thus provided: 

'■ A new a«Wre baa been added to this Institution during the last si* mouths of the present year, by the 
admission Into it of sick and wounded soldiers. 

"The military bispitals being all crowded to their ntaiosl capacity, your Board, at the urgent request of 
the Uuited si'ilL-s uottioritii's. consented to receive into this hospital sick and wounded soldiers, thoOovorn- 
ment agreeing to pay the expenses attending Ibcir care and treatment. It was at a season of the year (sum. 
mer) that enabled you to do so, and still leave vacant beds and full room for all city patients, 

11 Previous to their arrival, a number of wards were, liy your direction, set a|mrl and prepared for tbetr 
exclusive use : every necessary romlort was provided fur I Into— manner*, sheet iSip:, bed ticking, and bed- 
ding were purchased and made up ; a plentiful supply of stores of every kind was laid in ; additional paid 
ordarliss. nurses, and attendants wore eriKiije-d for tbeir wards ; and, tinder your personal su]jcrvisinn, every 
thing wis dim« Ui.it i Ill lea i in lino i- comfort or not peine their sufferings. 

" Since the Jlh of July last, wo have received into ihe Institution some sixteen hundred nud flity-ono sick 
and wounded soldiers.

" There are remaining in this Institution, at the date of this report, about two hundred soldiers ; but, as 
many of those remaining have already been examined for discharge, and as many more are fit subjects for 
discharge, and there being now room for them in the military hospitals, by the direction of your Board, the 
proper authorities have been requested to receive them, and have agreed to do so." 

The amount due from the United States is stated to be as follows : 

For board and care of soldiers $62,780 60 

For board of United States prisoners at the City Prison 8,200 60 

Total $60,961 00 

It is presumed that the whole of this amount will be collected during the year 1863 ; and as 
the Commissioners omitted to include the same in their estimate of receipts for this year (see 
Comptroller's City Budget for 1863, Board of Aldermen Document, No. 17, of 1862, pages 80-83), 
the sum received should be deducted from the amount which would otherwise have to be raised 
by tax for the use of the Commissioners. 

The Commissioners, in concluding their Report, from which such liberal extracts have 
already been made, offer some suggestions in relation to what they term " a great defect in the 
law which establishes their powers, as well as those who may hereafter be called to administer 
them." They remark as follows : 

" Their powers, as the law now stands, are so drawn that the tax-payers and the recipients of their bounty 
are not sufficiently protected against maladministration. There exists, under the present law, no barrier 
which sufficiently restricts the amount of their expenditures, and binds them to a legitimate application of 
their appropriations. Such alterations as will confine them within a reasonable amount should be made 
without delay."
